President Clarence LeBus ia aeeking 
to eatahHsh a $2,500,000 plant for tiie 
purpose of handling the hurley tobacco 
ontpit of the atatev He haa proposed 
to Mr. J. B. Haggan, Maater of Ehn- 
dorf, a proposition that he. Mr. LeBus, 
place his crop of 300 acres and tiiat Mr. 
Haggin place hia 800 aerea hi the 
poolas a nucleus around whice the pro- 
posed plan shall be formed. Mr. 
Haggfai haa the matter, wMeh Mr. Le- 
Bus reduced to writing under consid- 
eration. The planpropoaed by Mr. Le- 
Bua ia taat the growcra in tiM hurley 
district pool their acreage for ten years 
the pooling being recorded so as to 

bacco then to be put together, the land- 
owners to take 25 per cent of tne en- 
tire crop or 50 per cent of tiMir eae 
half interest in stock in a company to 
be known as a manufacturing company 
or hi otter words they would torn over 
that amount of tobacco or ite equival- 
ent, the idea being, if possible to man- 
ufacture all the tobacco so pooled. 

By this arrangoBMnt the manufac- 
turing company would have. President 
LeBus points out, one-fourth of ali the 
tobacco p ool ed with which to commence 
busineaa.

the business justified. Any part that 
aould not be used by the factory would 
be aoid to tim beat advan«i«e en tte 
open market or privately and by this 
system the company could twild up, he 
potete aaft • taaia ftradahi ttm BMnitfae- 
ture of tobacco. Under such a co-op- 
erative plan. President LeBus points 
out, it would be impossible for the *t9- 
bacco Trust" to "squeeze" the mano- 
factoring company, or put it out of 
business for the reason that the factory 
would have an income of one fourth of 
all tiie tobacco pooled each year for 
ten years, which would enable it to con 
tinue in business until it did make a 
B UB e saa and b aeoasa a profitable enter- 
prise.

Probably the most Important part 
In the care of the horse Is the feeding: 
▲ large majority of tbe dlsaaasa among 
ftim liorBes resnlt ftom ftinlty feeding, 

says C. L. Barnes of the Colorado ex- 
periment station. Many raalie tbe mis- 
take of not sectoring the best feed. 
Their trouble begins when partially 
natand, musty, dasty feed la aaed. 

Several points should be taken Into 
consideration when the amount of feed 
is decided upon, whetbor the animal is 
accastomed to dry feed aud if in good 
fleoh or In thla. omaelated euadiUen. 

A horse should not be fed a large 
quantity of bay and grain without ex- 
ercise. Many think that because a 
horse is thin in flesb no work stiould 
be la qa iiad of Mm. It is alwaya best 
to vark tkt lesh into the animal 
rattier tlrnn to fatten blm as a steer. 

A good plan Is to h&vo a stated pro- 
gram as to time and amount of feed to 
be given. Horses by aii meana abooM 
be fed regnlariy. Hay reqoirea time 
for mastication and digestion. For 
this reason the large .percentage of 
hay should be fed at night Horses 
soon learn the manner of glrbig food 
and water, oo it is best to have one 
feeder and have this plan followed 
out for all tbe horses. The horse 
should receive some water the first 
thing in tbe morning. After watering 
feed a small omoont of hay and tlien 
give grain after tha hay baa boon

TUa te aa area ef tataoi- 
mathm. bat may not always be pres- 
ent, ne inflammation may affect only 
a part of the stomach. This Inllararan- 
tlon may extend Into the intestines. 
If tbe colon or large intestines be 
opened there may be found ulcers 
varying in diameter ap to eoe-balf 
Inch.

Dirty Fleeces Defined. 

Tbe wiHjl markets recognize three 
classes of unclean wool, says Farm 
and FiresMe. 

Tbe first class results from <me of two 
causes. Either the sheep ore not pro- 
vided with dean sleci>ing places and 
cannot help but lie ia a filthy bod or 
they are yarded with cattle and be- 
come defiled, particularly where cattle 
and sheep are 
of these condl 
a dirty fieece. 

Weeds are another prolific cause of 
trouble. By far the most disagreeable 
Is tiie hnrdock, hot oand bars are 
scarcely second in importance. Wool 
buyers will not pay a high price for 
wool snarled up with weeJs, for thero 
is no machinery oiade tlwt can sepa- 

threads. 

In some sections sand eanses the 
most trouble of all. Some summer 
days, wben a high wind is blowing and 
the sheep are huddled up against some 
bill, sand from the valley betew will 
be Mown against them te s steady 
stream, ontll tbe wool is permeated. 

A fleece which is not s<.'ukcd with 
manure or that Is free from weeds"

Rearing the Calf. 
The calf should be fed about four 
quarts of whole ndlk a day at first. 

After about three weeks one quart of 
sklmmilk may be added. This skim- 
mllk should be warmed. About a tea- 
spooofoi of otlmeal should be added 
to the attlk te the way the Ind as Uial - 
1st puts it. 

Care should be takeu that the calf 
is not fed warm milk one time and 
cold milk tlie next, for tills te almost 
sare to pfgd wc a tlie aoaa fo . la case 
toe calf does got tha aeaani II *>ald 
l>e fed ground dried Mood to doess of 
a teuspoonful to a feed until the trou- 
ble lias stopped.

As this affection, says Farm- 
ers' Digest. Involves the spinal cord. 
It Is not only liable to prove fatal, but 
te not, as s rule, satisfactorily treated. 
First remove the canoe: Cat dawa the 
feed and altew plenty of rsagOb and If 
not fed too liberally they will fbrage 
at>out aud get exercise.
